Lodiere Aha GoeBrichers 
To Be Removed From Relief; 


Able--Bodied 


By A. W. HOBART, 
Director, Coffee County Relief 
Administration 


The Alabama Relief Administra- 
tion evidently means business in 
its most recent attempt to purge 
relief rolls of loafers and ‘gold- 
brickers.” The following telegrams 
have been received at the local re- 
lief offices from Mr, Thad Holt, 
Director of the A. R. A.: 

“Many requests are being made 
for additional funds for Septem- 
ber, These requests will not be 
considered unless this office has 
been convinced that your present 
relief lists have been purged by 
dropping those whom your Visit- 
ors, after thorough review of their 
cause loads, believe to be more self- 
sustaining than others who should 
be cared for in your September 
budget, and also all those who re- 
fuse to give an honest day’s work 
when assigned to projects. We do 
no approve any blanket cut of cer- 
lifications, nor discontinuance of 
relief for one week, You must 
consider that agricultural employ- 
ment, particularly cotton picking, 
is available as a resource in Sep- 
tember.” 

“There will not be available for 
relief for the month of October 
more funds than were available in 
September, In submitting your 
October budget you will therefore 
be expected not to exceed amount 
actually allocated to you for Sep- 
tember. You should begin imme- 
diately to adjust your proposed Oc- 
tober case load to that amount 
through removals and reductions 
without resorting to blanket ac- 
tion. You are expected to affect 
by October first removals of all 
those who should be now taking 
care of themselves otherwise. Also 
those able-bodied persons refusing 
work. All farm families must be 
veported separately and not in- 
cluded in general relief budget. No 
further deficits will be countenanc- 
ed by this office.” 

The local relief administration 
interprets these telegrams to mean 
that only bona fide relief cases are 
to be retained on the rolls, Any 
person who has refused work when 
offered it, will be removed imme- 
diately when information to that 


effect is received from reliable 


sources. The public is asked to 
report any such cases to the re- 
lief office. Any man now on re- 
lief who has secured a crop from 
@ private individual will be ex- 
pected to look to his prospective 
landlord for subsistence until the 
1985 farming operation starts. 
Crops have been good this year, 
and prices have improved, There 
is no reason why any landlord can- 
not take care of his own tenants, 
present or prospective. One thing 
is sure: the Coffee County Relief 
Administration does not intend to 
do so. 

Farm families on relief, or fam- 
ilies with a farm background will 
be offered the rehabilitation pro- 
gram, The local relief administra- 
tion will not hold itself responsible 
for anyone refusing this program. 
The provisions are not only fair, 
but generous. Any man sincerely 
interested in bettering himself, and 
who is not afraid of work, is eligi- 
ble to participate in the rehabilita- 
tion set up. In brief. the program 
consists of a ten weeks’ work pe- 
riod during which the prospective 
farmer works full time on an ap- 
proved project. He will earn $14.40 
per week, but will receive only the 
amount of his budgetary needs. The 
remainder will be set aside in a 
special fund, to be expended later 
under the supervision of the re- 
lief administration for the neces- 
sary equipment and supplies and 
for rent for the 1935 farming sea- 
son. Persons dropping out of the 
program forfeit what they have 
saved. Anyone who makes other 
arrangements more satisfactory to 
himself may resign from the pro- 
gram, but will lose any accumula- 
tion he may have with the relief 
administration. Farms will prob- 
ably be not less than ten and not 
more than twenty acres in size. 
Only feed crops will be grown. The 
farm work will be rigidly super- 
vised by farm foremen acting un- 
der instructions from the local and 
the state administrations. 


Must Work 


So far, 175 men have signified 
their willingness to enter the pro- 
gram, It is hoped that at least 
250 will have come into the pro- 
gram by October first.

RESTRICTED OZARK BANK 
CLOSED SAYS STATE HEAD 


MONTGOMERY, Sept. 15,-J. H. 
Williams, state superintendent of 
banks, announced today that the 
City Bank of Ozark, a state bank, 
which had operated on a restricted 
basis since the banking holidays 
of 1933, had been closed for liquid- 
ation. 

“The bank had been operating 
on a restricted basis since the 
holidays,” Mr. Williams said, ‘and 
the directors had planned to re- 
organize it but reached a decision 
that this step would be too diffi- 
cult and agreed to liquidate it.” 

Mr. Williams said the bank, at 
the time it closed, had deposits of 
$250,000 and total assets of $390,- 
000. He said the depositors were 
not protected by the federal insur- 
ance plan since this plan was not 
in existence when the bank reop- 
ened under a restricted basis after 
the banking holidays.

(From Samson Ledger, Sept. 18) 


Confirming the belief of a vast 


majority of folks acquainted with 
the history of the Turbeville case, 
Tatum Bedsole, recently arrested 
for alleged complicity in the kill- 
ling of Will Turbeville more than a 
year ago, was exonerated before 
the Geneva County grand jury in 
its report Friday. That is, no true 
bill was returned against him, 


The alleged confession of Reuben 


Alford, said to have been made to 
officers in Covington County some 
two or three months ago, fell to 
the ground when Alford, purport- 
ed star witness against Bedsole, 
| went before the grand jury and re- 
pudiated in toto his alleged con- 
fession, Other witnesses, who were 
alleged to have made statements 
confirming in part Alford’s story, 
also appeared before the grand 
jury and are said to have repudi- 
ated any statement indicating that 
they had knowledge of Turbeville's 
killing, 


When Alford’s alleged confession 


was reported, The Ledger, in giv- 
ing the substance of it, said that 
the known undisputed facts 
brought out previously did not 
support Alford’s alleged confes- 
sion in many particulars, and that 
the statement was therefore not 
believed. The outcome of the mat- 
ter shows that this was a correct 
appraisal of the business. 


In an interview The Ledger ed- 


}itor had with Alford following his 
release, he was asked why he made 
such a statement, knowing, as he 
said, it was not true. 


“When I was first asked to say 


that I had a hand in killing Turbe- 
ville I was offered leniency in re- 
gard to the matter for which T 
was in jail. This was a charge 
that I had sold mortgaged proper- 
ty. I was told that if T made this 
statement an attempt would be 
made to give me a light sentence, 
something like six months; orf 
that could not be arranged, I would 
not have to serve long before be- 
ing paroled. I was also offered 
other advantages. TI wouldn’t do 
it, and finally they deprived me of 
a bed and of matches and smoking 
tobacco. I was also threatened 


yor 


“Doctor John,’ as it was called, 


was a leather strap such as is 
used in penitentiaries to punish 
prisoners., It was never used on 
me, but they had a habit of carry- 
ing it around the jail onee in a 
while and there was a lot of talk 
about letting ‘Doctor John’ treat a 
prisoner if he didn’t do right, 


“T still held out, and then a girl 


of whom I thought a good deal was 
brought to jail, and I was told if 
I didn’t sign the statement this 
girl would be kept in jail and some 
offense charged against her. 


It looked like things were going 


to get worse, and I decided to do 
what I was asked, knowing that 
when I got into a county where I 
could tell the truth and have pro- 
tection T could tell that the state- 
ment was a lie.” 


“Did the Covington officers ever 


whip you or punish you other than 
by keeping matches and tobacco 
away from you?” 


“No. I was just threatened as 


to what would be done.’ 


This statement was made to The 


Ledger editor in the presence of 
Leyburn Alford, brother to Reuben. 


Following the report of the 


grand jury Tatum Bedsole was re- 
leased. Bail, as above stated, was 
made for Alford, on the Coving- 
ton County charge, which is said 
to be before a justice of the peace. 


Mr. Bedsole was warmly con- 


gratulated following his release 
from jail, where he had been con- 
fined for more than a week. 


Alford was also congratulated 


by men who shook his hand and 
congratulated him on telling the 
truth. 


First and last, it is said that 


something more than 50 persons 
have been charged with murder in 
connection with the death of Tur- 
beville. Most of these, it is said, 
have been arrested by Covington 
County officers, particularly. G. W. 
Griffin, chief deputy sheriff of Ge- 
neva County, who had charge of 
the investigation, moved more 
slowly, and made only a few ar- 
rests, but obtained a conviction 
against one of their suspects. 


Another gained a mistrial and 


will again face a jury, while two 
others have not been tried.

The Alabama Senator said he 
would confer with Secretary of Ag- 
ricullure Wallace Saturday and 
would urge this action, 

“Peculiar conditions existing and 
the delay in getting tax exemption 


were among reasons advanced for 
the proposed allotment increase. 
Mr, Bankhead asserted that a crop 
less than the 10,400,000 bales al- 
lowed as ‘tax free’ under the act 
would be harvested. 

“I favor, however, preserving 
the rights in the exemption certifi- 
cates of all producers who were 
unable this year to produce the 
amount of cotton allotted to them 
as taux exempt,” he said. “If the 
act is in operation next year these 
producers will be entitled to that 
much cotton in addition to the 
regular allotments made them un- 
der whatever allotment basis may 
be adopted for next year,” 

“Bliminating the tax on cotton 
in excess of allotments, however, 
will not involve the continuance of 
the Bankhead cotton control act," 
the Senator stressed, 

He said discussion of eliminat- 
ing the tax this year had caused 
some confusion. 

Enlargement of the allotments 
so as to permit sale by farmers 
who have cotton in excess of their 
allotment will not put any more 
cotton on the market than would 
be sold under the present condi- 
tions, the Senator asserted, point- 
ing out that exemption certificates 
could be bought for four cents a 
pound from farmers who failed to 
raise their allotted number of 
bales. 

Under the latter plan, Mr. Bank- 
head said, growers would net above 
the average price per pound re- 
ceived for last year’s crop. 

He said farmers would be given 
an opportunity to vote on whether 
or not they wanted to continue 
cotton control under a different 
basis than that applied this year.

Wallace To Confer With Cotton 
Belt Congressmen 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Be- 
sieged with the urgent pleas from 
Southern Congressional leaders, 
Secretary Wallace may ask Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to defer or modify 
operation of the Bankhead cotton 
control act, 

Whether Wallace will do this 
will depend in part in the outcome 
of a conference he has arranged 
for Saturday with a group of Sen- 
ators and Congressmen, including 
Senators Bankhead of Alabama, 
co-author of the law, and Russell 
of Georgia, and Representative 
Jones of Texas. Senator Smith of 
South Carolina also was invited, 
but he informed Wallace today he 
would be unable to attend due to 
an engagement to address a farm- 
ers’ meeting at Des Moines, Iowa, 
Thursday night. 

The short 1934 crop—one of the 


smallest in history—started the ag- 


itation for a deferment of the act’s 
operation, Those leading the move- 
ment believe it will work a hard- 
ship on many producers, 
Saturday’s conference was re- 
quested by Bankhead, who is re- 
ported to have complained that 
slowness on the part of the farm 
administration in administering the 
act might imperil its effectiveness. 
Already Smith has asked that 
the law be suspended and his re- 
quest has been forwarded to the 
President at Hyde Park by Wal- 
lace. No reply has been received. 
Walace himself is willing to be 
bound by the sentiment of produc- 
ers. To obtain that, Chester C.

This situation has arisen: even 
though the total production is un- 
der the 3ankhead limit, some 
States not in the drouth area have 
crops in excess of their quotas and 
tuxes must be paid on the surplus, 
Also, individuals in drouth States 
in some cases have crops over their 
limits, 

Cully Cobb, chief of the AAA 
cotton section, today minimized re- 
ports of dis-satisfaction with ad- 
ministration of the adjustment pro 
gram. 

“Reports of widespread dissatis- 
faction with the Bankhead act,” 
he said, “are greatly exaggerated, 
Reports we receive indicate the 
situation is going satisfactorily.” 

“However, he conceded that in- 
dividual allotments had been com- 
pleted only in Florida, a minor 
producing area, 

Asked about reports that failure 
to receive allotments was causing 
producers to hold their cotton and 
risk a lower price at a later date, 
Cobb said the “farmers are reluct- 
ant to sell, as they believe pricea 

Those who hold, he added, will 
have an opportunity to get loans of 
12 cents a pound through the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation 

Senator Smith said in letter to 
Secretary Wallace today the rea- 
son for the Bankhead act had been 
removed by drouth and voluntary 
acreage reduction and that “the 
law itself should be suspended.” 

“In addition to that,’’ wrote the 
Senator, “policies adopted for the 
administration of the law make it 
absurd,”
